Introduction

In accordance with subsection (g)(1) of RCSA
§22a-174-33a, Limit on Premises-Wide Actual
Emissions Below 50% of Title VV Source
Thresholds, any owner or operator electing to
discontinue operation pursuant to this section shall
submit a notification to the commissioner, on forms
provided by the commissioner. The notification
must be submitted no later than 30 days after
electing to discontinue operating under RCSA §22a-
174-33a. These instructions are meant to provide
guidance while completing the Notification to Cease
Operation Under RCSA §22a-174-33a (DEEP# -
Cease-0p.-22a-174-33a).

Part I: Owner/Operator Information

1. Owner/Operator Name — Provide legal name,
address, business telephone number, contact name,
contact title and e-mail address of the owner or
operator of the subject premises. If the owner or
operator is an entity transacting business in
Connecticut and is required to register with the
Connecticut Secretary of State, provide the exact name
as registered with the Connecticut Secretary of State.

2. Legal Name of the Agent for Service of Process
for Owner, if applicable - If applicable, provide the
legal name and mailing address of the agent for service
of process for the owner of the subject premises.

3. Individual With Primary Managerial
Responsibility of the Subject Premises - Provide the
name, mailing address, business telephone number and
e-mail address of the individual with primary
managerial responsibility for the premises.

Check to confirm acknowledgement of
appropriate Compliance Certification - Provide an
Annual Compliance Certification in accordance with
RCSA 822a-174-33a(f)(1) for the portion of the
current calendar year through the date of cessation of
operation noted above. If the cessation notification
will be submitted before the prior year’s Compliance
Certification has been submitted, provide an Annual
Compliance Certification for the previous calendar
year.

Part VI: Certification

notification will be considered incomplete unless all
required signatures are provided.

Sign and date - The authorized representative shall
sign and date the notification form.

Print or type - The authorized representative’s name
and title shall be printed or typed.

Sign and Date - If an individual other than the
authorized representative prepared the notification
form the preparer shall also sign and date the
notification form.

Print or type - If applicable, the preparer’s name and
title shall be printed or typed.
